Frank Waldron, 38, of Wakeman, 
Lorain county, lost his life by elec­ 
trocution while repairing a storm- 
damaged power line. 
The northwestern portion of the 
state escaped the brunt of the bliz­ 
zard, which

ranging upward to nine inches in 
the northeastern section. 
Meteorologist W. H. Alexander at 
Columbus predicted 
fair 
w eather 
for tonight and W ednesday with ris­ 
ing temperatures. 
Lima reported one of the lowest I 
tem peratures, 25.

The whole thing ie theoretically competi­ 
tion among Individuals. Actually, it is a 
team avern. T h at* what political leader* 
tneau wheu they talk about harmony. Be­ 
cause everybody c an ’t win, it la a simple 
m atter of party Interest to see that certain 
favoritles get as good a break aa it is pos­ 
sible for them lo have. 
Thus, despite the theory of the direct 
primary, political 
parties are 
forced 
by 
necessity to do as much as they can to pro­ 
tect themselves against Irresponsible can­ 
didates. Experience baa proved that the 
electorate Is neither capable of nor in te re s t 
ed in becoming acquainted with the dosens 
of individuals scrambling for nominations 
which will be binding upon parties. The 
direct primary was supposed to eliminate 
the evils of tho system of nominating candi­ 
dates in party conventions. Unfortunately, 
It introduced it* own set of evils, most of 
which will be dem onstrated vividly between 
now and May 12, when the primary race will 
be over.

Canada Risks It 
Over protests, the Canadian 
house of 
commons has Minced American magazines on 
the free list in the course of considering the 
Canadlan-Amerlean trade treaty. R. B. Ben­ 
nett, Conservative leader, opposed the pro­ 
vision, arguing that Canadian magazines 
would lose circulation and that Canadian 
character would be affected by American 
advertising arid writing. Furthermore, the 
government would lose considerable revenue. 
Unintentionally, Mr. Bennett is paying a 
tribute to th** Initiative and skill of Ameri­ 
can 
magazines. He fears that Canadian 
magazines, enjoying less circulation, will not 
be able to compete successfully with import­ 
ed publications. Even so, ii would be inter­ 
esting to ask a few dozen Canadians chosen 
at random what they think about it. 
Most Canadians seem to be able to strike 
a nice balance between respect for what la 
good in the United States and their loyalty 
to Canada. Possibly they enjoy certain pro­ 
ducts from south of the border, but they 
usually make it plain they don’t enjoy many 
other things in the states. Many of them, of 
course, have visited the border states, and 
Canadian newspapers carry complete dally 
information of events in the United States, 
In 
other 
words, despite Mr. 
B ennetts 
fears. Canadians are anything but fickle 
about their country. If American magazine 
advertising and articles have a tendency to 
affect their character, their loyalty to Can­ 
alla at least won t be affected. Most Cana­ 
dians probably are willing to take a chanco 
on their characters for the privilege of 
escaping a heavy tariff on magaalnes which 
many of them would buy anyway.

Two things are plain a week after Ger­ 
m any’s defiant military reoccupation of the 
Rhluelaad. 
France does not sec

it j 
should perm it the Nazi government to get 
away with so bold a gesture, and the Nazi 
government does not see how France is 
going to do anything about it. Chancellor 
Hitler may not have chosen the safest way 
to gain his point, but he has chosen the 
most direct way. 
The excitem ent which followed announce­ 
ment of the reoccupation has subsided par­ 
tially. There has been no outbreak of bos- 
till tins. which was a serious possibility for 
at least three days immediately after Gel 
m any’s gesture of defiance. In an atm os 
phere of comparative calm the governments 
of Europe will try to decide now what to do 
about a new factor in their international 
problem. 
They will not consider conciliation, at 
least not openly. It may be depended upon 
th at they will devise aome method of re­ 
buking the Nazi governm ent and the Ger 
man population. 
T hat 
is the traditional 
course to choose, the course which has led 
to military conflict before and which prob­ 
ably will lead ta military conflict again. 


Conciliation would entail swallowing pride 
and statesm en dare not do it. 
Nevertheless, it is probable that concilia­ 
tion 
could 
and 
would 
enable 
Europe to 
avert war for an indefinite period of time. 
For one thing it would rob the Na*! govern­ 
ment of the claim that it is protecting Ger­ 
many 
from 
persecuiion. 
By 
conciliation 
France could go over the head of Chancellor 
Hitler to the heart of Germany. But con­ 
ciliation 
would 
not 
be 
nationalistic and 
strong; it would be pacific and weak, Eu 
ropean statesm en would not dare to think 
of anything so ridiculous.

The increasing heat of discussion over the 
power of the U. S. senate comm ittee Investi­ 
gating lobbies ultimately may force into the 
open a question which never has been an ­ 
swered W'bat, exactly, is the congressional 
power of investigation? 
In The American Tobacco Co. case of 
1928, arising from a senate resolution order­ 
ing the federal trade commission to investi­ 
gate the tobacco industry, the suprem e court 
ruled In an unanimous opinion read by the 
late Mr. Justice Holmes that "the mere facts 
of carrying on a commerce not confined 
within elate lines and of being organized 
as a corporation do not m ake m en’s affairs 
public" and that "anyone who respect* the 
spirit as well a# the letter of the fourth 
amendment would be loath to believe that 
congress intended one of the subordinate 
agencies . . . to direct a fishing expedition 
into private papers on the possibility that 
they might disclose evidence of crime." 
In that case, however, the court ruled 
merely that the federal trade commission 
bad gone beyond the intent of congreaa. 
"We do not discuss the question whether it 
(congress) could do so (direct a fishing ex­ 
pedition) if it tried." the decision said. It 
Is possible that the deferred decision on the 
question will be the ultim ate result of the 
current dispute over the lobby Investigating 
committee's seemingly arrogant activities.

Lake Tana 
At the beginning of the Italian campaign 
in Ethiopia am ateur map watchers, taking 
their cue from the professionals, pointed 
out Lake T ana as one of the strategic points 
of interest.

Situated in 
northwestern Ethiopia in the 
plateau region, Lake T ans Is the source of 
the Blue Nile, which flows circuitously into 
the White Nil* at Khartoum In the British 
Sudan.

NEW DEAL PLATFORM FIGHT 
SEEN IN CONVENTION 


Question of What to Say in Planks 
Already Becoming Troublesome

WASHINGTON. March 1 7 ~ T h ree and a 
half months from today and the new deal 
party will be assembled in convention in 
Philadelphia to nom inate President Roose­ 
velt for another term, but really to thresh 
out the most difficult problem the new deal 
has yet faced—a fight within its own ranks 
on platform. 
It might seem to the cynical observer 
that it wouldn’t m atter very much what is 
written Into the new deal platform because 
the last platform which President Roose­ 
velt accepted IOO percent has been criticized 
as having been in large part disregarded. 
But leaving aside the bom bardm ent which 
will come on this point, the fact rem ains 
that, even among the followers and sup­ 
porters of President Roosevelt, the question 
of what to say in th at new platform is 
already becoming troublesome. 
Who'll W rite Platform? 
Will it be a platform written by the in­ 
tellectuals som etim es referred to as the 
"brain tru s g ’? Will the Platform be written 
with the ideas furnished by Secretary (ekes, 
Secretary Wallace. Undersecretary Tugwell 
and Secretary Perkins? 
Or will it be the 
work of Secretary Hull, Secretary Hoper, 
Attorney 
General 
r n minings 
and 
Post­ 
m aster General Farley? 
It would hardly seem possible that the 
platform would be silent on the alleged 
usurpation by the Supreme Court or that 
nothing would be written In the platform 
abont the Importance of constitutional re­ 
vision to give agriculture and labor tho 
recognition their special groups have been 
seeking. 
The moderate wing of the party, of course, 
would prefer to say very little if anything 
on the Supreme Court or the ( oustHutton 
and tho compromise may be silence on that 
point in exchange for a rather vigorously 
worded plank on natural resources and the 
importance 
of 
government 
development 
thereof. 
It is easy enough to say that President 
Roosevelt will write the platform in advance 
and hand it to Hie delegates (of formal rati­ 
fication. But some of the ambitious dele 
g a te s who go to political conventions to get 
their names in the new spapers and who 
stand up before microphones nowadays and 
discuss and debate whilst nation-wide net­ 
works carry (heir voices across the con­ 
tinent will not be content wftli mere ratifi­ 
cation. 
Minority To Bs Active 
The minority report boys will be active 
and they win have to be heard. The big 
prise In each state delegation Is m em ber­ 
ship on the resolutions comm ittees and it 
would s* em that certain state* surely will 
have delegates hostile to the brain trusters. 
All th ta w ill lend zest to the Democratic 
convention and plenty of interest to the 
observing Republicans who will be taking 
note of what proposals from the moderate 
wing are turned down. 
Tho Republicans, or course, will have held 
their convention a couple weeks before, 
but this will not prevent the Republicans 
from making issues out of what the new 
deal platform contains or omits. There is 
some possibility of a plank advocating an 
amendm ent to the Constitution to clarity 
the meaning of "interstate commerce” so 
as to leave it to congress rath er titan the 
Supreme Court to determine. The Republi­ 
cans probably would like nothing better 
than an issue of this kind, for it would 
imply the revival of the NUA, inasmuch as 
the blue eagle left a residue of antagonisms. 
Incidentally, most rellahlp figures show 
that, since NKA, both money wages and 
real wages are higher than they were when 
the NKA 
was Invalidated by unanimous 
decision of the Supreme Court. The new 
deal platform probably will claim credit for 
this on the general theory t fiat government 
spending "primed the pomp." 
Interesting Debate Expected 
While the new deal party undoubtedly will 
ratify whatever platform Mr. Roosevelt may 
decide upon, this does not mean that inter­ 
esting debate will be curtailed. R ather it 
would 
indicate that the 
whole dram atic 
value of the forthcoming convention will be 
the handling of tho platform and the prob­ 
able attem pt 
of 
the 
regular 
Democratic 
leaders to have their ideas inserted In the 
platform. The latter group will argue that 
this is tile way to recapture conservative 
votes lhat have bien driven away by the 
lekes Hopkins Tugwell philosophy, which at 
heart is just as distasteful to the regular 
Democrats as tho "laissez faire" point of 
view of the old line Democrats is Irritating 
to the "brain trust" wing of the tiew deal 
party. 
And when the platform is finally written 
and adopted, the query will arise whether it 
shall be regarded as binding or whether, 
like piuitorms of old in moat conventions, 
subject to change without notice as the 
successful candidate begins his own Inter­ 
pretation in the light of concrete conditions 
that m ise long after platform planks have 
been laid away in the pigeon holes of past 
political literature.

In 1S48. both the parties held their state 
conventions in Columbus in January, the 
Democrats on Jackson’s day. January 8. in 
honor of their patron saint. The Democratic 
convention was held in a hall in the building 
of the Ohio Statesm an. 
The Whig editors held their convention 
In the old United States botel. Samuel Med­ 
ary. editor of the Statesman, was chosen to 
preside at the Democratic editor's meeting, 
and Jam es Wilson, grandfather or Presi­ 
dent Woodrow Wilson, who wa# then the 
editor of a Whig newspaper at Steubenville, 
presided at the Whig editorial meeting.

March 17.-P re*i 
dent RooHevelt Is supposed to have 
purchased an old Barnum and Bai 
ley circus tent on the Q. T. lately.

ious localities out through the coun­ 
try for the widest variety of assort 
ed political attractions ever present­ 
ed on or under one tent. 
For example, Mr. Roosevelt sent 
his good confidential man, Charlie 
West, out here last week, scouting 
for delegate talent. 
In the W ash­ 
ington trade, Mr. West is known as 
"sshh-sshh-Sharlie." No one knows 
exactly w hat he does.

eases 
himself in and out of 
the 
White 
House alm ost 
daily, 
smiling and 
saying nothing. 
Nominally he is 
assistant secretary of the interior, 
but his superior. Mr. (ekes. recent­ 
ly intimated to a congressional com­ 
m ittee 
that 
he did not have the 
slightest idea what Mr. West does 
with hi* time. 
One thing he is supposed to do j 
however, is to act as liaison officer 
with congress. 
In that work, he j 
ha* used what is known as the nod j 
ding technique. 
That is, in dealing 
with congressmen 
he 
frequently 
nods his head in an understanding 
way. 
Congressmen well know that 
a West nod. 
or even a Roosevelt 
nod, means only that he is listening 
sympathetically.

There was nothing 
for Mr. West to do but go to Colum­ 
bus and get bis papers. 
When he

They were recognized as a 
couple of Gongwer strong boy* who 
wanted 
to 
learn just whom Mr. 
West wanted to see In Columbus 
and bow come those papers got lost. 
When the trio left the rain at Co­ 
lumbus. two other stout men fell 
nonchalantly into the 
procession.

W ASHINGTON, M arch 17—Poli­ 
ticians here, D em ocrats and those 
R epublicans opposing G overnor Al­ 
fred M. Landon (or the G. O. P. 
presidential nom ination, have their 
eyes trained on developm ents in th# 
Kansan capital. 
The possibility that Landon m ay 
call a special session of th e stat* 
legislature to settle the problem of 
K ansas cooperation with the feder­ 
al governm ent on assistan ce phases 
of the social security program is 
the reason. 
The 
social 
security 
board 
in 
Washington already bas advised th# 
state that its plans do not meet re­ 
quirem ents for federal help. Th* 
principal objection is that the Kan­ 
sas plan would be established on a 
county option rather than a state­ 
wide bi sis. 
From a political standpoint, how­ 
ever, the relative m erits of the two 
plans have nothing to do with the 
queetion. T he important thing is 
Landon’s own statem ent that "We 
are going into all possibilities, in­ 
cluding a special session of the leg­ 
islature, to bring Kausas in under 
the program .” 
W ant Landon On Spot 
Opponents of Governor Landon 
would like nothing better than to 
see him forced into the position of 
having to deal with a special ses­ 
sion right now. They see iii it an 
opportunity, 
heretofore 
skillfully 
denied them by the Kan.-an himself;‘Vt 
for "putting him on the spot.’’ 
^ 
Landon* steadfast refusal to en­ 
ter presidential primaries has all 
but disgusted his opponents for the 
Republican nomination. In the case 
of Senator Borah, who is taking on 
all comers. Landon’s position is Ir­ 
ritating 
almost 
to 
the 
point 
of 
frenzy. 
I.andon’s refusal to enter any at 
all. even In those states where he is 
conceded to be strong, has prompt­ 
ed Borah's supporters lo character­ 
ize him as the choice of the Repub- 
Mean "Old Guard." 
Legislatures Are ‘Dangerous' 
There is all sorts of speculation 
among politicians as to probable 
ways of embarrassing Landon in 
event he is forced Into calling a 
special session of the legislature. 
Such things are always dangerous 
for a candidate on th a eve of a test 
such as Landon shortly m ust face 
in the Republican national conven­ 
tion. Legislatures have a way of 
getting out of hand at times on the 
slightest provocation. 
T here’s danger, too, in what the 
legislature decides to do In the way 
of cooperating with the federal gov­ 
ernment on its social security pro­ 
gram. Landon easily might have to 
accept or reject plans which might 
result In criticism from both side* 
later on. 
There is also the t^ossibility that 
his stand on the liquor question 
will arise to plague him. Kansas is

Tupelo, Miss, 
and cutting light 
f r i l l s in half and at the same time 
Y Pm ng almost twice as much pow­ 
er. thousands became vitally inter­ 
ested. 
Coat and Volume Compared 
The average householder of Tu­ 
pelo. for instance, in months pre­ 
ceding February, 1934, when TVA 
first brought, its power lines into 
the city gate. paid an average bill 
of $3.60 for 4ft KWH of electrical 
energy. 
In .lune. 1935, the average hill 
was $2.30—just (LSO less.

more significant — In 
the latter 
c a s e b e c a u s e the user was getting 
an average of 112 KWH of power 
—well over twice the amount re­ 
ceived for $1.30 a month more un­ 
der private utility rates.

uses 49 kilowatts a month prob­ 
ably uses electricity only for light, 
and, perhaps, an electric toaster.

Application of the “yardstick” 
to the eight municipalities buying 
power from TVA brought an im­ 
mediate dollars and cents econ­ 
omy for the average consumer. 
The greatest reduction, according 
to TVA figures, was in New Al­ 
bany. Miss., wher«* the rate was 
cut 2.96 cents, or 53 percent below 
schedules made by the deposed 
private utility. 
That economy 
ranged downward In other TVA- 
served communities to the small­ 
est reduction of 1.68 cent* per 
KWH or 36 percent at Pulaski, 
Tenn. 
To strike an average, however, 
in the TVA consumers’ area, the 
average- reduction to power con­ 
sumers was 2.06 cents per KWH, 
or a cut of 47 percent.

But Rejoicing Isn’t What It Was 


Little Ohio Town of London 


Founded by Group of 8 


Irishmen in 18 10

LONDON, O . March 
17.—They 
named this city after london town 
in England, hut it wa* a little hand 
of pioneers fresh from the green 
hill# of Ireland who founded it in 
IBIO. 
And many descendants of these 
eight men of the clans of O’Claf* 
ferty, Flynn. O't’onner and Murray 
met today to celebrate the feast of 
St. Patrick with high mass in St. 
Patrick’s church, more than half as 
old as the town. 
The Sheas, the Donleys, the Fo­ 
leys and the Cannons, the O’Boyles, 
the Caseys, the Gilmartins and tho 
Gibllns knelt 
in 
the old church, 
then went to recount the days when 
their forbears subdued 
the 
land 
with axe and plows and the Indians 
with musket and shlllalah and kept 
up their own hearts with a bit of 
the blarney. 
It was Patrick McClene who first 
built his cabin here in I SOO. 
In 
1810 the eight pioneers climbed a 
green hill nearby, saw their Ireland 
mirrored, and called the land home. 
They commissioned Patrick Mc­ 
Clene to lay out a town the follow­ 
ing year. 
A Scotch-lrishnian who 
had lived In London, he decreed the 
pew town should be named London. 
But. with a memory of London’s 
great fogs, he decided that the new 
London's homes would 
have ami- 
shine in 
every window at some 
time of the day. He laid the atreets 
northeast and southwest and north­ 
west and southeast. 
The pioneers 
paid him $82.50 for his work and 
London's history began.

DUBLIN, Irish Free State. March 
17.—Ireland observed the day of 
St. Patrick, its patron saint, today, 
but in the words of one veteran, 
"this is more like a day of na­ 
tional mourning than a day of na­ 
tional rejoicing.” 
Shops were closed, the Irish flag 
flew over all public buildings, the 
people wore the shamrock and the 
children were bedecked 
in 
Irish 
costumes, all gay 
and 
brave 
enough. Rut that was all. 
The great processions of the past 
apparently were gone. There was 
a procession in Dublin town this 
morning, but It was a formal affair, 
with scarcely a flurry of excite­ 
ment. That was virtually the only 
public demonstration 
within the 
shores of Erin. 
“Twenty-five years ago,” one old 
resident recalled, “there were dem­ 
onstrations 
on 
St. Patrick's day 
which were demonstrations. All but 
the blind and the halt and the lame 
turned out with his green rosette 
and a bunch of shamrocks. 
“It was a great day! The mayor 
and the town council would be with 
us, and we would march through 
the streets like we meant it, with 
our colors and banners flying. 
"There was oratory, 
and 
fine 
toasts to St. Patrick and Ireland.” 
Now, 
the 
veteran 
shrugged, 
“since Ireland got her freedom you 
can’t even drown the shamrock on 
St. Patrick's day. Today all the 
beer shops are closed and it is an 


offense against the law to be 
caught on licensed premises.” 
Ireland will be quiet tonight, too. 
Whenever there is a dance now, 
one must get permission to hold it 
from a magistrate. In many parts 
of the country, there will be no 
dancing, the magistrates having de- 
dined permission.

The average 
individual believes that epilepsy is 
an Incurable disease, that there will 
be an e v erin creasin g num ber of at 
tacks, each one more dreadful and 
dev astatin g than the previous one. 
th a t it cannot be controlled 
by 
m edicine or treatm ent.'* 
In th e m inds of m ost of us, the 
word "epilepsy" calls up the pie 
fur® of a horrible and Incurable 
disease. T he ancients called the 
disease 
"falling 
sickness.*' 
and 
avoided th e victim s of w hat they 
regarded a dreadful curse. But as 
Tar back a s four hundred years be 
fore the C hristian erH. H ippocrates, 
fath er of m odern m edicine, spoke 
of the likelihood of a cure for the 
disease. 
Great Advances 
ft Is a fortunate thing th at scien­ 
tists in terested in epilepsy have 
continued in th eir efforts to find a 
cure for th is affliction. Continued 
observation and Intensive study of 
th is dreedded disease have re su lt­ 
ed in g reat advances in the treat­ 
m ent and prevention of epilepsy. 
D espite all th is study th e exact 
cause of the disease Is not known 
In all cases. It Is believed by some 
th at It may be a h ered itary dis­ 
order because It seem s to occur in 
certain fam ilies. At tim ps, it cho 
be traced to a fall, a blow, o r other 
injury Involving the head, received 
during childbirth. 
T here are m any o th er factors 
th at e n ter into th e cause af epilep­ 
tic se c u re s. O ften they a re associ­ 
ated w ith faulty digestion or chron­ 
ic constipation, excessive fatigue 
nervous excitem ent and Irritability. 
Chronic 
alcoholism 
and 
various 
constitutional disorders are among 
the possible causes. 
Consult Your Ooctor 
Many p aren ts are unnecessarily 
alarm ed when a child has a convul­ 
sion. T his may follow or accom ­ 
pany som e digestive w eakness. At 
tim es It m ay be a sym ptom of 
rickets. Even a high fever due to 
som e Infection may be th e cause of 
the convulsion. Indeed, a child is 
apt to have a convulsion under con­ 
ditions th a t in an adult would pro­ 
duce a chill. But, of course, such a 
convulsion 
has 
no 
relationship 
w hatever to epilepsy. 
It ta unfortunate th at th ere Is so 
much confusion and m isunderstand­ 
ing about epilepsy. Too m any con­ 
sider it as an incurable affliction. 
In fact, m any m ake the m istake to 
believe the disease is a sign of 
m ental w eakness, which it rarely 
Is. O thers consider it to be a con­ 
tagious disease, but th is is an ab­ 
surd idea. 
Do not confuse epilepsy w ith or­ 
dinary convulsions. Consult 
with 
your doctor who will advise you 
about 
the 
necessary 
tests 
and 
treatm ent. Avoid patent medicines 
and refrain from giving any medi­ 
cine unless prescribed by your doc­ 
tor.
